"These Islands, ninety In number, of 


\vhtch only thirty are

and a half to eight miles wide.

proximity to the Held of operations, but 
on account-of their' semi-isolation and 
the advantages of the superb harbor of 
Stromness, in the largest Island of the 
group, PomoijJt, which has an area of 
two hundred square inilc-s. 


''The aggregate area of the Orkney 


archipelago Is a . little, more . t h a n (lye 
times as large as the District of Co- 
lumbia, and the population ' Is in 
the 


neighborhood of 30.000, more than half 
the people living on Pomona. Kirk- 
wall, the capital, has a' population of 
4001).

2000 children. It was just quarter of a 
century ago that the Rev. Fr. Garin. 
O.M.I., began the construction of 
the 


present 
St. Joseph's college in Merrl- 


mack street, in which boys exclusively 
are taught. Prior to that time the boys 
and girls were taught together by the 
nuns in the old school in Moody street, 
but the enrollment grew 
so steadily 


that the additional building was abso- 
lutely necessary. Rev. Fr. Garin was 
most conservative regarding 
the 
ex- 


penditure of the parish funds, for all 
of his flock were humble working peo- 
ple, and he made each dollar go a long 
way. 
In 1891, however, the old school 


had become so overcrowded that the 
rew 
building had to be built, and i; 


was, and upon its completion it was 
placed in charge of the Marlst Broth- 
ers, who have since conducted It with 
great success, 
and 
the 
old 
school, 


though long since renovated and en- 
larged, has continued in session for the 
girls, while the boys have been cared 
for In the .Merrimack street building. At 
the closing of St. Joseph's school quar- 
ter of a century ago the largest class 
had 45 boys and 50 girls. The opening: 
of tha college reduced the number in 
attendance at the old school by about 
one-half, and it was thought that the 
two buildings would accommodate all 
the children of the 
parish 
for 
many 


years to come. 
Yet it was only one 


week 'ago that the 
parish purchased 


the discarded public school building in 
Cheever street, where overflow classes 
of the parish have been holding ses- 
sions for the past few years, while an- 
other annex in Pawtucketville Is well 
filled. Thus, today St. Joseph's parish 
is educating approximately 3000 chil- 
dren, while the other French-American 
parishes, bt. Louis' in 
West 
Central- 


vllle; Notre Dame de Lourdes' in Mid- 
dlesex street, and St. Marie's In South 
jowell, all have 
their own 
parochial 


schools. Whatever one's religious be- 
lief may be, he surely will cheerfully 
,-.dmit that the parochial school system 
is a wonderful help to the taxpayer.

One no longer reads of the annual

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.—The 


Orkney Islande, the naval base of Great 
Britain's grand fleet operating }n the 
North sea, and off whose shores Earl 
Kitchener and his staff are reported to 
have- met death, are described in the 
following war 
geography bulletin of 


the National Geographic society, issued 
from Its Washington headquarters: 


"No other' territory in the British 


empire has a more tragic significant 
to Englishmen today than the Orkney 
Islands, off whose shores the most dis- 
tinguished 
victim 
of 
the war, Earl 


Kitchener, lost his life when the cruls- 


Hampshire was sunk hy a torpedo, 


or a mine. 


"These Islands, ninety In number, of 


which only thirty are 
inhabited, are 


separated from the mainland of Scot- 
land by the Pentland Firth, from six 
and a half to eight miles wide. They 
were selected as England's North sea 
naval base not only on account of their 
proximity to the tic-Id of operations, hut 
on account of their semi-isolation and 
'the advantages of the superb harbor of 
.Stromness, In the largest island of the 
group, Pomona, which has an area, of 
two hundred 'square miles. 


"The aggregate area.-of the- Orkney- 


archipelago is a little more than live 
limes as large as the District of Co- 
lumbia, and tho population is in

neighborhood of 30,000, more than halt

BOSTON, June 16. — In an address de- 


livered before more than 3000 people at 
the commencement day exercises 
at 


Boston college, University HeightSj yes- 
terday, Cardinal O'Connell stated that 
he indorsed Senator Lodge's sentiment 
and approved his position condemning 
pacifism and the circulation through 
the country of an oath by which men 
swore never to hear arms even in de- 
fense of this country. He agreed with 
Mr. Ijodge that such a thing may well 
tear the mark of a very ugly word — 
treason. 


"But I would ask who is to accept 


his authority," said the cardinal. "That 
Is his viewpoint. The pacifist will say, 
'Very well, you are welcome to your 
point of view; I also have mine.' The 
militarist will say, 'That Is your pleas- 
ure; not mine." ' 


The cardinal said that the Catholic 


church Is tha great "university of the 
world, and that the only truth between 
the followers of Nietzsche and Tolstoi 
Is the truth of Christ, the truth of the 
Catholic church.
